Church Federation Wants 


United States to Take Part 
in Near East Conference 


— 


Resolutions, which will be sent 
to the State Department at Wash- 
ington, recommending that the. 
United States take a responsible 
Position in the coming Near East 


conference, “to the end that Amer- 
ican ideals may be effective in es- 
tablishing a peace based upon jus- 
tice” were adopted by 3000 persons 
at a meeting conducted at Trinity 
Methodist Church yesterday after- 
noon. 

Included in the resolutions were 
the following clauses: “We com- 
mend Secretary Hughes on the pro- 
gram suggested by him for consid- 
eration at the conference and we 
call upon him to support and 
prosecute his program with all the 
necessary resources of the govern- 
ment; Resolved, that it is beneath 
the dignity of our country to make 
or depend upon any treaty with 
Turkey until effective and ample 
measures are enforced which shall 
furnish a basis for such a treaty.” 
The meeting, which was called by 
the Church Federation of Los An- 
geles, was presided over by Dr. J. 
8. Stevenson, executive secretary | 
of the federation, and among the! 
speakers were Rev. Dan A. Trundle, 
executive secretary of the National 
Justice to Armenia Society, Dr. J. 
C. Shedd of Occidental College, Dr. 
James A. Francis and Rev. Bob 
Shuler. 

Mr. Trundle explained that there 
is no wish on the part.of the Jus- 
tice to Armenia Society and similar 
organizations to attack the govern- 
ment but merely a desire to bring 
normal pressure to bear on the 
government to seek to function 
more fully socording to the will of 


Dr. Francis stated that he hopes 
to see organizations in defense of 
Armenia; and all oppressed peo- 
ples of the Near East, established 
in every State in the Union: Two 
societies in the Tast, The Armen- 
lan Rights Society of Pennsyivania 
and the Committee of Independ- 
ence for Armenia, in New York, 
are doing good work, he said.
